We hope to fill 
orders complete.

Please do 
not write asking if we will have this or that 
later.” 

What I said last fall goes still stronger this 
season. Commercial growers have cut their 
plantings still more. Some have quit entirely. 
All will increase many prices.

A FEW IRIS POINTERS 


If plant Iris late in fall, then cover plants with 
brush, cornstalks, tomato vines, excelsior, or any 
coarse material until early spring. This is to prevent 
alternate freezing and thawing in winter. 


I usually protect my late Iris plantings simply by 
throwing a ridge of soil over the rows with a small 
hand plow, shovel or hoe, covering everything. In 
this case I cut the tops back nearly to the rhizomes, 
planting more like bulbs than plants. Very important 
to pack soil firmly about the roots and see that they 
enter the winter in the soil not dried out, though 
much moisture not needed or desirable. Level the 
soil early in spring.
